To  Herman  D.  Bishop,  advisor  and  counselor  to  each  and  every  student 
and  graduate,  do  we,  the  graduating  class  of  1954,  dedicate  our  yearbook. 

We  dedicate  it  to  him  for  his  unceasing  aid  to  youth  throughout  his  year 
as  an  instructor  and  for  his  desire  to  see  that  the  best  for  the  students 
was  done,  even  though  it  sometimes  meant  his  taking  a  set-back.  Rather 
than  letting  those  times  of  discouragement  get  the  best  of  him,  he  worked 
that  much  harder . 

Mr.  Bishop  was  born  in  the  year  1895  at  Ringgold,  Ohio.  He  attended 
Ohio  University  where  he  received  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  after  which 
he  taught  Social  and  Economic  Problems  at  Wilkesville,  Ohio,  until  he 
entered  the  army  in  1917.  Top  Sgt .  Bishop  served  14  months  in  a  Signal 
Corps  Battalion  in  France.  After  the  armistice,  owing  to  his  scholastic 
record  and  his  commanding  officer  he  was  allowed  to  take  a  post-graduate 
course  at  the  University  of  Nancy  in  Nancy,  France. 

Mr.  Bishop  taught  for  a  year  at  Freder icktown ,  Ohio,  and  then  went 
to  McConnelsville ,  Ohio,  where  he  was  principal  from  1920  to  1924.  In  the 
fall  of  1924  he  came  to  M.H.S.  to  teach  Social  and  Economic  Problems;  two 
years  later  he  was  appointed  assistant  principal.  In  1936  Mr.  Bishop  re¬ 
ceived  his  Masters  degree  from  Ohio  State  University.  Mr.  Bishop  was  the 
first  president  of  the  Mastersingers ,  is  a  member  of  the  Masons,  and  is 
president  of  the  Board  of  Klienesingers . 

His  never-ending  aid  and  assistance  to  us  has  made  him  respected  and 

admired  by  all .

Each  year  between  900  to  1000  Junior  boys  from  all  over 
the  state  of  Ohio  are  chosen  to  attend  Buckeye  Boys'  State, 
Camp  Perry,  Ohio,  sponsored  by  the  American  Region,  Here 
they  learn  the  fundamentals  of  government,  and  In  conducting 
their  own  campaign,  learn  a  lot  about  the  seamier  side  of 
politics.

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One  of  the  season's  most  exciting  games  was  that  between 
the  Tygers  and  the  Hangers  of  Lakewood,  In  which  the  Tygers  came 
out  on  top  by  a  score  of  26  to  19.  Both  teams  were  held  to  two 
touchdowns  during  the  first  three  quarters  but  let  loose  In  the 
final  11  minutes  with  scoring  rallies.  Lakewood's  hopes  for  a 
stalemate  were  shattered  In  the  last  18  seconds  when  Pudge 
Henkel  connected  with  end  Kermlt  Wilson  for  the  final  touchdown. 

in  the  fourth  quarter  Mansfield  also  scored  on  a  75  yard 
run  by  Ed  Avery  and  a  16  yard  run  by  Willie  Mack.  Jim  Thompson 
scored  In  the  third  quarter  on  a  plunge. 


Completely  outclassing  Cleveland  East,  the 
Tygers  rolled  to  a  35  to  0  triumph.  East  made 
only  one  scoring  threat  In  the  game,  and  that  right 
after  the  opening  kick-off.  Jim  Thompson  scored 
three  times,  twice  on  runs  and  once  on  a  pass  from 
Henkel.  Henkel  also  passed  to  Dick  Yoakam  for  a 
TD  and  scored  himself  on  a  quarter  back  "keep"  play 
Jerry  Lorentz  booted  all  five  extra  points.  Bril¬ 
liant  defensive  play  In  the  line,  highlighted  by 
the  work  of  Bernle  Yoha  at  end,  held  East  to  80 
yards  rushing. 


The  well-conditioned  Tygers  rallied  In  the  last  17  minutes  of 
playing  time  to  defeat  Akron  South  16  to  7.  penalties  and  fumbles 
cost  the  Tygers  heavily  In  the  first  half  as  they  lost  the  ball  sev¬ 
eral  times  In  scoring  territory.  However,  they  bounced  back  In  the 
second  half  with  a  solid  defense  and  a  sparkling  offense.  Touchdowns 
were  scored  by  Ed  Avery  and  Jim  Thompson  on  short  plunges  after  sus¬ 
tained  drives. 


Leading  21  to  6  going  Into  the  final  quarter,  the  sec¬ 
ond  ranked  Warren  Harding  Panthers  had  to  extend  themselves 
to  the  Tlmlt  to  eke  out  a  one  point  victory  over  the  fight¬ 
ing  Tygers.  The  Tygers  scored  twice  In  that  frantic  finale, 
once  on  a  draw  play  with  Jim  Thompson  carrying  and  the  other 
on  a  30  yard  pass  from  Henkel  to  Mack.  After  the  third  Mans¬ 
field  TD  the  Panthers  consumed  almost  six  minutes  with  eleven 
plays,  and  that  was  the  ball  game.  Mansfield  met  with  sev¬ 
eral  bad  breaks  In  their  attempt  to  upset  Warren.  Several 
times  penalties  came  at  costly  times,  Ron  Sherrer  had  a  punt 
blocked,  and  several  of  Henkel's  passes  skittered  off  the 
fingers  of  receivers. 


Although  playing  below  par,  the  Tygers  still  had  enough  In  re 
serve  to  whip  Cincinnati  Elder  27  to’  7.  Ed  Avery  ran  back  a  kick-off  86 
yards.  Mack  had  a  70  yard  punt  return  and  caught  a  TD  pass,  and  Fowler 
had  the  fourth  Td.  Tom  Todd  pulled  In  three  wayward  Elder  passes,  and 
In  the  extra  point  department,  Jerry  Lorentz  had  three  for  four.  On 
debit  side  Mansfield  fumbled  five  times,  recovering  none.  Elder  scored 
In  the  first  quarter  on  a  pass  which,  caught  the  Mansfield  secondary  nap¬ 
ping. 
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..  „  5?£es  ^or  a  Mansfield  victory  had  run  high  among  the  more 

than  4,000  fans  who  had  Journeyed  to  Massillon  to  see  what  was 
to  he  the  game  of  the  week,  instead  they  saw  a  fighting  team 
get  trounced  41  to  7.  Massillon's  offensive  attack  completely 
dominated  the  play  as  three  Massillon  men  each  scored  twice. 
Again  and  again  the  Massillon  ball-carrier  was  far  past  the 
ne  of  scrimmage  before  the  befuddled  Mansfield  team  knew 
where  the  ball  was.  Mansfield's  only  score  came  in  the  fourth 
quarter  after' a  21  yard  pass  from  Henkel  to  Avery  on  a  2  yard 
plunge  by  Thompson.  jerry  Lorentz  added  the  extra  point. 


Roaring  back  from  the  Massillon  massacre,  the  Tygers 
easily  disposed  of  Sandusky.  Jim  Thompson  and  wlllle  Mack 
teamed  up  for  259  yards  with  Thompson  scoring  three  times 
on  runs  of  40,  7,  and  49  yards.  Jerry  Lorentz  booted  four 
straight  extra  points  for  the  surging  Tygers.  In  the  last 
few  minutes  Coach  Bill  Peterson  used  almost  the  entire  squad 
as  he  tried  to  keep  the  contest  from  becoming  a  rout. 


8,000  football  fans  saw  a  finely-tuned  Mansfield  football 
team  overpower  Canton  McKinley  In  the  final  meeting  of  the  two  schools 
for  Mansfield's  sixth  win  In  eight  starts  this  season. 

Four  different  Tyger  players  scored  touchdowns  In  the  one-sided 
game.  Quarterback  "Pudge •»  Henkel  engineered  all  of  the  touchdowns  as  he 
completed  five  of  eight  passes,  two  for  touchdowns  to  end  Clayton  Smith 
and  back  Dick  Yoakam.  Speedy  Ed  Avery  scored  on  a  15  yard  slant  and 
Wlllle  Mack  crossed  Into  paydirt  of  a  22  yard  run. 


This  homecoming  game  with  Toledo  Waite,  although  officially  a  tie,  will 
always  be  considered  a  Mansfield  victory.  With  about  five  seconds  left  In  a 
scoreless  first  half,  Henkel  passed  to  Whltey  Smith  deep  in  the  corner  of  the 
end  zone.  The  referee  ruled  that  Smith  was  out-of-bounds  when  he  caught  the 
ball  and  that  therefore  the  pass  was  Incomplete.  A  large  section  of  Mansfield 
rooters  disagreed  heartily  with  him. 

In  the  second  half  the  Tygers  rolled  65  yards  with  Willie  Mack  going 
Into  pay  dirt.  Jerry  Lorentz,  Tyger  extra  point  ace,  split  the  uprights. 

Later  In  the  game  Waite  drove  64  yards  for  a  score  and  converted  the  ex¬ 
tra  point.  The  game  ended  7-7. 


The  Tygers,  displaying  their  finest  form  of  the 
season,  came  up  with  win  number  seven  against  the 
Springfield  Wildcats.  Willie  Mack  led  the  Tyger 
scoring  with  three  touchdowns,  one  on  an  82  yard 
Jaunt.  Jim  Thompson  and  Dick  Yoakam  counted  a  touch¬ 
down  apiece.

HI  STORY 


In  the  city  or  Mansfield,  Ohio,  there 
are  found  two  provinces,  Appleseed  and  Simpson, 
high  school  freshmen  are  always  the  ruling 
class,  and  they  In  turn  are  governed  by  a  pres¬ 
ident  and  his  cabinet.  When  the  members  of  the 
class  of  '54  weer  divided  In  number  between  the 
provlncse,  they  were  two  rival  governments, 
Intent  upon  excelling  over  each  other  In  bas  - 
ketball,  football,  and  tgack.

Paul,  pudge,  and  the  people  of  their 
provinces  looked  forward  with  eagerness  to  the 
most  Important  bout  of  rivalry,  the  annual 
football  game.  As  was  the  tradition,  they  had 
the  ruling  classes  select  a  queen  and  court  of 
royalty.  That  evening  at  Arlln  stadium  Nancy 
Roff  reigned  for  the  : Simpson  orange  and  white 
while  Majorie  Vlld  presided  over  Appleseed's 
maroon  and  gold. 

The  game  went  off  as  scheduled;  APPle- 
seed  defeated  Simpson.  Then  basketball  season 
came  along  and  Simpson  came  up  on  top  and  de¬ 
feated  Appleseed.  Then,  Instead  of  becom¬ 
ing  more  hostile  the  Inhabitants  of  the  two 
prlvlnces  fraternized  more  and  more,  condi¬ 
tions  were  so  friendly  that  the  two  groups  de¬ 
cided  to  morge  and  form  one  large  country  under 
one  leader.  That  leader  was  elected  very  soon 
after  the  two  countries  combined.  in  fact, 
sooner  than  any  other  In  the  histories  of  the 
other  combined  provinces  of  Mansfield  Senior 
High.  Our  country  became  known  as  the  MHS  class 
of  '54. 

The  people  elected  jack  Eliot  as  presi¬ 
dent.  He  was  assisted  by  Dick  yoakam  who  served 
as  vice-president,  Judy  Maxwell  as  secretary, 
and  by  Phil  Norman  who  took  charge  of  the 
treasury.  The  country  also  chose  a  woman  of 
great  wisdom  to  be  Its  prime  minister,  Mrs. 
Virginia  imhoff. 

Because  of  the  successful  merging  or 
two  countries,  a  traditional  native  dance  was 
given  a  celebrats.  "Dogpatch  Dance, "  as  It 
was  called,  was  given  In  April  of  the  first 
year  of  the  merger. 

boon  after  our  country  had  begun  Its 
second  year  of  growth,  an  election  was  held  to 
give  the  poople  the  chance  to  express  their 
choice  of  a  leader.  We  re-elected  Jack  Eliot 
as  president  and  Dick  Yoakam  ax  vice-president  . 
After  having  waged  a  successful  campaign,  Barbara 
Schaefer  was  chosen  as  secretary  and  Nancy  Hoff 
was  placed  In  charge  of  all  revenue  received 
In  the  country. 

In  that  year  we  felt  the  need  of  a  ruling 
power  to  reign  at  a  show  of  bravery  on  the 
athletic  field.  We  nominated  several  lovely 
girls  and  finally  selected  as  our  queen,  judle 
Bruce.  She  was  attended  by  Judy  Maxwell, 
Delores  Milligan,  Margie  Vlld,  and  Eleanor 
"Toots  Scholler. 


CLASS 


Business  was  beginning  In  our  little 
country.  The  profit  motive  led  us  to  printing 
a  directory  of  all  the  names  of  all  our  people 
and  holding, an  Important  dance  called  the 
'"Sweetheart  Dance."  It  was  given  on  the  four¬ 
teenth  of  February.  Also,  the  best  cooks  pro¬ 
vided  us  with  some  delicious  baked  goods  for  a 
sale  to  the  people  of  our  city. 

Then  came  the  year  which  meant  gradua  - 
tlon  to  full-fledged  citizenship  in  the 
country.  We  began  by  re-electing  Jack  Eliot 
as  president.  Serving  with  him  were  Charles 
Morton,  vice-president,  Barbara  Schaefer, 
sectetary,  and  Paula  Weir,  treasuer. 

Under  the  direction  of  these  leaders  our 
country  grew  in  wealth,  and  we  Initiated  sev  - 
eral  more  business  Institutions  In  the  land  . 
One  of  the  most  prominent  was  our  Christmas 
card  and  stationary  business.  However, we 
could  always  combine  business  with  pleasure. 
In  February  we  produced  Varsity  Varieties,  a 
show  with  vitality  and  talent  which  proved  to 
be  a  great  success  In  the  outlying  territories. 
Later,  the  month  of  March  found  us  presenting 
"Goodbye,  My  Fancy,"  a  Broadway  comedy, for 
the  public  on  the  twenty-fifth  and  twenty- 
sixth  as  our  class  play.  And  of  course  we 
shall  always  remember  the  dances  after  the 

games  and  the  thrill  of  attending  the  first 
basketball  contest  In  the  Pete  Henry  Gym. 

All  these  events  were  reported  by  the 
"Hyphonerlan,  "  our  school  newspaper  which  de¬ 
serves  a  considerable  amount  of  merit,  it  was 
headed  by  Mary  Boyd  and  Bill  Schettler.  We 
also  had  a  yearbook,  the  "Manhlgan,  "  that  re¬ 
corded  c  faces  as  well  as  facts,  and  Linda 
Wilson  and  judle  Bruce  directed  Its  publishing. 

In  March  the  "Hypho»  carried  the  story 
of  the  election  of  Linda  Wilson  as  queen  of  the 
track  meets  held  when  several  other  countries 
came  together  to  compete  with  our  runners. 
Her  court  consisted  of  Judy  Maxwell,  Alice 
Beatty,  judle  Bruce,  and  "Toots"  Scholler. 
In  April  students  read  In  the  "Hypho"  of  the 
traditional  Easter  sunrise  service  sponsored  by 
we  seniors. 

The  most  Important  event  of  the  year 
was  our  graduation.  in  order  to  celebrate, 
we  attended  a  formal  dinner  and  dance  on  the 
fourth  of  June.  Commencement  was  the  sixth  of 
June,  and  on  the  tenth  of  June  we  graduated, 
garbed  In  navy  and  white  robes,  at  Arlln  Stad¬ 
ium.  it  was  the  first  time  this  stadium  had 
been  used  for  graduation. 

For  many  of  us  graduation  to  full  citi¬ 
zenship  was  a  sign  for  settling  completely 
and  helping  our  communities  by  getting  .lobs 
and  raising  families.  For  others  It  meant 
a  push  forward  toward  new  frontiers.  In  look¬ 
ing  back,  we  can  say  that  as  a  class  we  enjoyed 
three  happy,  successful  years  of  high  school. 
In  looking  ahead,  the  future  Is  bright  and 
waiting  to  be  discovered.  And  we  are  able  to 
step  Into  this  future,  confident  of  a  richer 
life  ahead  because  of  the  experiences  gained 
from  our  life  at  MHS.
